Ottawa, Onl, Oct 0.— Attorney Gen- 
eral Langley, of Nova Sootia, who la at- 
tending till- 'Supreme court he-.-e, comes to 
the rescue of Erastus Wiman, who of late 
bos l)een pretty severely handled by a pfir 
tion of the Canadian press regarding hia cor- 
respondence With Senitor Sherman on the 
subject of oommercia union, under which 
guise ha ia charged with aUempting to pro- 
mote a political onion or annexation with 
the United Statea 

Mr. Langley saldt "I hava long been par- 
Kinally acquainted with Mr. Wlman and 
have had many confidential intarviewa with 
him on the queetion aa to how doaely 00m- 
mereial ralationa oonld be oatabliahed with 
the United Statea Aa ragarda myaelf I be- 
lieve, the ultimate daatiny ot Canada la im- 
perial federation or anaasatton to the United 
Statea Thia, however, l»a nothing to do 
with Mr. Wiman'a motivea or opiniona. 

"I know that he oppoaaa poUtioal union, 
and when be ia ohaiged with any auch mo- 
tives I may point ovt the fact that, although 
residing in the United Statae, he has proved

Haw VroM a Poor Yankee Boy Ha 
a Chiaage Br^an 

Cbicaoo, Oot A— Until to-day remark* 
ably little has been generally known regard* 
tarn the early Ufa of A P. Hutohinaoo, 
whoaa manipulationa ia tha wheat markal 
are the wonder of many paopla Thia morn- 
ing the atory of his oarew ia told in dataU 
"Okl Hutch" la a New England Yankee. Ha 
begtm hia buaineaa oareer in the little vUlaga 
of North Reading, M. H., about form ats 
yeara ago, when ha entered the employ of a 
mm named Bdwtn Foater, who kept a coun- 
try atora Hera he waa paid fiiO a year to 
look after the atore, and when not eo am* 
ployed to mend children'el.ahoea in the rear 
of the atora 

Mr. Foater employad another ; ad in tha 
atore, to whom ho gave ISO a ye r. Ben 
did not like this distinction in niariaa and 
rebelled aiainst it The other boy waa paid 
110 more a year because be could "read 
band writing," and was therefore more val- 
able to his employer than Beu. Finally Ben 
obtained permiasion from Mr. Foater to nae 
a part of an old ahed, which he built into a 
kind of store with patched up door on tho 
side and an old window in front, whereupon 
was inscribed: "Ben. Hutchinson, Boota 
and Shoes." Here young Beu. inado boota 
and shoes on his own ac(;ount. 

Every .Saturday he would go to Lynn on 
foot and liiiy stock and sell the sli. be had 
made. He employed several boys about tha 
neighhorhood to assist him. When he re- 
turne<i from Lynn he always brought gome 
"jiincrack.s" with him, which he would trade 
off to the Ixiys, and although be paid thoin 
money for their work on Saturday, by Mon- 
day he managed to get it all back in trading 
with them. Ben. was a natural trader. 
After a while ho got tired of his small buai- 
aess and decidi-d ta go into bwilMH ia I^aa 
on a larger scale. 

While in Lynn he discovered that some 
men in tho commission business were making 
more money thon he was without doing any 
hard work; so he concluded to give up tha 
manufacture of shoes and go iiitn the com- 
misDion business, which he did in ls.')() on 
Pearl street, Boston.
